Vhe proposal met with | 
strenuous cbjection from several of | 
the back benchers on the govern- 
ment side of the use as well as | 
from the Labor and Independent | 
section, but was passed by a non- 
party vote of 29 to 14 |

Ple of the proposal 

Mr. Brownlee carefully 
that the bill eannot atrictly be 
termed a bonusing measur- at all, 
but merely gives cities and towns 
certain powers to fix assessment for 
@ period of twenty years, with the 
consent of the burgesses. Precedent 
for such action had already estab- 
lished when the legislature granted 
pewers to the City of Calgary to 
grant certain concessions tn the 
Imperial Oll Company two years 
ago No concessiong can be given 
with respect to assessment on lands. 
It is only the improvements that 
will be built that can be effected by 
the messure, 

The bil! providing for the bonus- 
ing of industries as introduced by 
Mr. Brownlee in brief, permits the 
cities or municipal corporations with 
the consent of the burgesses to make 
eertain arrangements with com- 
panies intending to start new Indus- 
tries whereby the assessment on im- 
provements can be reduced to 1% 
per cent of the total value for a 
period of twenty years The trans- 
fer of land, water supply and other 
municipal services can be made at 
a price fixed by the public utility 
commissioners 

Mr. Brownlee in speaking to the 
bill said that there was always a 
possibility of municipal corporations 
going to either extreme in bringing 
in industries The proposal did not 
actually make any bargain, but} 
gave the municipalities the powers 
under certain restrictions to hold) 
out certain inducements to _ firms 
that intended to establish industries,
